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JAMES A GARFIELD. 


The Republicans who wanta “strong 
man” for President should be well 
pleased with the nomination of James 
A. Garfield. He is a self-made man. 
Let us briefly review the career of him 
towards whom the eyes of the nation 
are looking as her future President. 

James A. Garfield was born in} 
Orange, Cayuga county, Ohio, No- 
vember 19, 1831, and will therefore be 
51 years of age before he goes to the 
‘White House. His parents had set- 
tled on what was known as the Reser- 
vation, where the land was heavily 
timbered. The family was very poor, 
and young Garfield had so much hard 
work to do that he did not need gym- 
nastics to develop that great muscular 
strength and sturdy frame for which 
he is remarkabie. Before the farm 
had ‘been thoroughly reclaimed the 
father died, leaving the bos and his 
mother to struggle along together 
‘alone and unaided. The mother stil! 
lives, and is at the home of her son,in 
Mentor, Ohio. She is tond of tell:ng 
strangers how James once chopped 
100 cords of wood fer $25,and brought 
the money to her. 

From the bard labor of wood chop- 
ping young Garfield rose to the higher 
occupation of “driving” a canal boat. 
Subsequently he worked at the car- 
penter’s bench. He was an eager 
stadent asa boy, spending his days 
in toil and his evenings in poring over 
books. As soon as he got a little 
money he attended a country school a 
few terms, and at lesgth made so 
much progress that he was given a 
place as ateacher. Now he made a 
different division of his hours; study- 
ing and teaching by day and doing 
carpenter's work at night. At the 
age of twenty-three, with his hard- 
earned savings, be went to Williams’ 
College, Mass. From that iustitution 
he graduated with the highest honors 
in 18656. Returuiag to Ohio he ac- 
cepted a position as professor io 
Hiram college, and at the end of two 
yeats was made its president. While 
in this position he married, and to his 
wife’s unwavering faith in him and 
encouragement he ascribes much of 
his success in life. 

The Presidential nominee was never 
a preacher, contrary toa popular im- 
pression; his testes running in the 
direction of politics, Ia 1859, at the 
age of twenty-eight, he waselected to 
the State Senate of Ohio. When 
the war broke out he became the 
leader of the Union party of the 
State. He enlisted a company 
of volounteers and was made 
the Colonel of a regiment. 
Through the first year of the war he 
was distinguished ag a brave and gal- 
lant officer, fighting in many of the 
most noted battles at the head of his 
régiment, At Chickamauga he was 
made Major General. In 1863, while 
still in the field, he was elected to 
serve Ohio in the House of Represent- 
atives at Washington. 

field bas been brilliant. His views of 
finance have always been clear and 
sound. He was one of the first to ad-
